The phcBDix, as evervbody knows, 
gathers dr^jr sticks to make its funereal 
pyre, which it then oontrhrvs to set 
alight, and is presently oonsnmed in the 
flames. Prom its ashes a worra crawls 
out, and, being gradually coyered with 
feathers, takes the form of its parent 
bird. The eo^^lc, which fears nothing 
else, dreads tiie approac. f venomous 
serpents. To avert evil from its eaglets 
it places two agates in its neht. When 
its beak grows too long it breaks oil' the 
superfluous piece against a rock. The 
serre is a very powerful bird, and takes 
immense flights. It is fond of the com- 
pany ot ships, hut li a ve^sel happens to 
be an unusually swift sailer, it closes its 
wings and sinks to the bottc^n of the 
sea. A seutimeutal bird is the female 
turtle-dgve. Should its mate chance to 
die, it never a^'aiu alights on a leafy 
tree. It is remarkable lor its chastity, 
but is averse from melody. If it hears 
the warbling of other birds it groans 
dismally. In winter time it loses its 
feathers, and shelters itself in holes and 
hollows. It is related of the wood- 
pecker that if any one drives in a peg to 
close the entrance to th<; hole in the tree 
in which its nest is built it tlies off in 
quest of a particular herb with which it 
touches the pes?, whereupon it falls out. 
This, too, is curious. The hoo])oe is un- 
able to moult in a natural manner. Its 
yonng ones, therefore, pull out its feath- 
ers, and cover and feed her till they are 
full crown. The stork's young ones are 
not less filial. . So long as the parent 
bird has provided for her brood, s(» l(Mig 
will her brood provide for her. On the 
other hand, the male crow is cruel 
to its offspring, and peeks at and beats 
them till their feathers are as black as 
his own. The vainest and silliest of all 
birds is the peacock. When it looks 
upon its brilliant plumage it is so do- 
lighted that it spreads out the glories of 
its tail, but when it looks down upon it.s 
feet it is so disgusted and so ashamed of 
itself that its tail tin Mips to the ground. 
It is said to have the voice of a liend, 
the head of a snake, and the gait of a 
thief. The swan likes to be accompanied 
by a harp, and is most melodious during 
the last year of its lite, it is also inter- 
esttng to learn that the swallow is capa- 
ble of restoring eight to its "callow 
brood" when carried uway into captivity 
and blinded. Any one gowing where 
snakes abound will do well to take with 
him some burned vulture's feathers. The 
heart of a vulture wraoped in the skin 
of a lion or of a wolf frightens away 
demons. It is (^uite untrue that vultures 
were originally a race of men who were 
cruel to the pygmies. But how is it that 
medical men do not make greater use of 
the caiadritis ? If this beautiful, snow- 
white little bird, which is a native of 
Jemsalem, be held in front of a man 
whose death is certain, it averts its head, 
and will in no wise look at him ; but, if 
on the contrary, the sick man is destined 
to live in spite of his physicians, the 
caladrius tuma to him, as John Tn visa 
expresses it, "faunynge and playsynge. "

James Tracey, for killing a Chicago po- 
lice otticer, has been found guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree. The murder was 
committed while , a party of officers was 
surrounding a house which a gang of 
thieves, Tracey among theui, were engag- 
ed in rifling. 

An attempt was ma^le Ttiesdavt > wreck 
a pay car on the Columbus and Hocking 
Valley Road near Sugar Grove, thirty -six 
miles south of Coliirabus, C, by placing 
obstructions on the track, but they were 
discovered in time. 

The St. Paul Pioneer-Press has reports 

from some thirty points in the Pe l River 
Valley, which agree in the statement that 
wheat is in the best possible condition, 
where rain has reacheff. In a few north- 
ern points there is still need of moisture. 

The work on the Garfield Memorial 
Church at VV ashington City, is being push- 
ed so rapidly that it is hoped the corner- 
stone can be laid on the 2d of July, the 
anniversary of the shooting of the late 
president, with ceremonies of special in- 
terest.

statement : "The tornado made a swath of 
destruction through a thickly-settled por- 
tion of Iowa, some one hundred and fifty 
miles in length and an average of half a 
mile in width. W»» have names now of 
sixt\ -nine dead and live hundred wounded. 
Half of the latter are grievously hurt, and 
probably a fifth of them fatally. Over three 
hundred families have had their homes 
totally destroyed, and there are now at 
least fifteen hundred homeless and in 
want. The loss in property will exceed 
two. millions of dollars, and may reach 
thrtie millions."
